tie had operateg camps at Sugar Hill, 
Rising Fawn, Cole City and Tunnel 
Hill. When asked if he paid any of 
his wardens or physicians extra com- 
pensatvon, he said he did, and named 
the following: Dr. J. P. Atkinson, Dr. 
J. R. Brock, Drs. Pittman and Vaughn. 
Also the following wardens: Coffee, 
Conyers, Tarver, Goode, Tierce and 
Duke Brock. The latter, except Tierce, 
and Brook, received $50 a month. 
Tierce received from $125 to $150, and 
Brock only $285. 

Witness said he paid salaries to war- 
dens at Rising Fawn and Cole City. At 
Cole City the warden was Duke ‘brock, 
who was incompetent and, received no 
extra compensation. He asked for als 
removal, and was informed by Jake 
Moore that he could get a good man Il 
he would allow him extra conypensation 
for some work in connection with the 
operation of the camp. He called at tne 
office of Colonel James W. Bnglish, Jr., 
by appointment, and there met Warden 
Conyers, who was introduced to him as 


The first witness at the night ses- 
gion was E. R. Stamps, superintedn- 
ent of the Royster Guano company, at 
Macon, Ga. He stated that he has been 
connected with the Royster Guano 
company at that point for three years 
and they have been handling convicts 
during that period. 

When asked if he paid Camp Phy- 
gician Harre!] anything, he stated that 
he paid him $/5, and that it came 
about as the result off the prison com- 
mission cutting his salary from $50 
to $35, and that they wrote him that 
he would have to look to the lessees 
for the balance, amd he paid him that 
balance because he was a competent 
man, and he wanteg to Keep him. 

Dr. Hamby Settled Row. 


S M. Stanley, the next vwftness, stat- 
ed that he was engaged in’the turpen- 
tine business at Valdosta, Ga., and that 
he had thirty convicts. He staffed 
that the rule of paying wardens was 
established when Warden Tyson was 
in charge. That J. F. Fender, who gan 
a camp near his, and Warden 
Tyson had a fight regarding the pay- 
ing of extra compensation, and 
Fender wired the prison commissior, 
and Dr. Hamby came down and 
straightened the matter out somehow. 

W B. Stephens, of Macon, Ga., en- 
gaged in the manufacture of 
pipe at that place, stated that 
his warden was Ww. S. Tyson, 
and that he paid Tyson for _ toad- 
ing and unloading cars, but a: 26 
whether or not the prison commission 
had @ty knowledge of this. he did not 
know.

Mrs, Sands, concealed 
gravity of the accident, 
her not to anter the room 
dying husband had been placed. A doc- 
tor summoned from ‘Poissy arrived 
soon afterwards, but Mr. Sands was be- 
yond mortal aid. Never had he seen, 
the doctor said, such a pitiful human 
wreck. The stump of the leg had been 
burned to a crisp, the face and body 
were black and seared with flames; 
and in addition to interna! injuries, Mr. 
Sands’ right arm and shoulder were 
broken. The physician could only try 
to alleviate his suffering with opiates. 
Several times the man regained’ con- 
sciousness, and cried out In agony, his 
last words being a cry for water. 

Mrs. Sands was not informed at once 
of her husband's death, but William 
Duke, trainer of Mr. Vanderbilt's rac- 
ing stable, adwised Mr. Vanderbilt by 
telephone, and he and Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
adccompanied by Stephen Sands, went 
to Poissy by train, arriving there at 
2:30 in the afternoon. All was over 
when they arrwed. 

(Mrs. Vanderbilt broke the news to 
her daughter-in-law, who bore up 
bravely under the strain. Telegrams of 
condolences began to arrive late in 
the afternoon, and a score of auto- 
biles drove out from Paris. It was 
announced tonight that the funeral ar- 
rangements had not een completed, but 
the service would probably be held in 
Paris, and the body later shipped to the

“Discussing the objections to in- 
structing convention delegates, you said 
in your <C‘commoner’ last January that 
‘dishonesty is no better in politics than 
it is in business.’ and you riddled the 
objections raised to instructions by 
merely stating them.

On being awakened by a 
slight noise made by him, she called 
Out to two ladies, whose room adjoin- 
ed Mrs. George’s room, thinking that 
the person was one of those ladies. 

When Mrs. George spoke the negro 

drew a pistol, and brandishing it in 
her face, threatened to kill her if she 
cried out before he could get out of the 
room. :, 
The negro went ont the same way 
he came in and Mrs. George called to 
the ladies in the adjoining room. They 
notified some of the guests, and blood- 
hounds were put on the trali of the in- 
truder, but failed to track hixn. 

Burglary and robbery was the evi- 
dent purpose of the negro. 

A large searching party was soon 
on the scene, and the officers vlaced 
four suspects in jail, where they now 
await further investigation.

There is scarcely a county in the state, however, that would 
not be glad to have the use, and pay the expense, of an effective 
convict gang upon its roads during a portion of each year. 

The Holder bill provides a way in which this may be done 
without the necessity of the county going to the expense of main- 
taining the gang throughout the year. 

Under this measure, where two, three, four or five counties, as 
the case may be, wish to pool their convict forces—and it 1s pro- 
vided that they may combine both the misdemeanor and felony | 
classes—they may do so, thus forming an effective working road 
gang, in which each shall pay its proportionate share of the expense 
and receive upon its roads a proportionate share of the work— 
based, if needs be, upon population. 

This is, perhaps, the most important and far-reaching feature 
of the Holder bill, taken in connection with its other valuable pro- 
visions. 

It is provided, first, that each county in the state desiring 
them, may take its proportion of felony convicts for public road 
work. Then, where a county, singly and alone, cannot afford the 
expense involved, communities of counties may take them, sharing 
the expense in such a way as to lghten the burden. 

Upon the entire convict body the counties of the state have the 
first call. There shall be no leasing until each county and each com- 
munity of counties in the state, have taken all the convicts they de- 


sire to employ upon their public works.

If single counties cannot take all the convicts, there should be 
no difficulty in disposing of those remaining to communities of coun- 
ties in every section of the state. 

With the entire convict body of the state thus taken for county 
road work, there would remain none for leasing, and the lease 
problem would be solved by immediate elimination. 

It is to be hoped that the legislature will yet find a way before 
final settlement of the question, to abolish the lease system in toto 
and at once, but if it cannot, the counties of the state should be 
amply able, through these provisions, to put an end to whatever 
remnant of it may remain. 

And in doing this Georgia will get a start upon what is now so

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THE FRUITS OF EXTREMISM. 


Texas has refused to exchange local option for a vote on a state-wide 
prohibition law. ' 

The meaning of this is that Texas will retain the barroom in those cities 
and counties which bave not prohibited the sale of liquor under the local 
option statute, 

The Texas action adds to the significance of the recent bistory of the 
prohibition movement. 

Georgia and Alabama, by legislative enactment, and North Carolina, by 
popular vote, have adopted state-wide prohibition laws of the most radical 
and drastic sort. 

Following closely thereupon, Tennessee and Florida, and now Texas, 
have declined to overthrow local option and turn the liquor business over 
to other states where they cannot tax, contro! or regulate it. 

The temperance movement was originally inaugurated upon the perfectly 
Sane and widely-approved basis of closing up the saloon. That was a move- 
ment in which many conservative local optionists were ready and willing to 
join the most ardent prohibitionists. 

But the movement soon became more sweeping in its scope, and now the 
question arises as to whether or not the cause of true temperance has been 
benefited or injured by the change in the original method of warfare, in 
which the retail saloon was made the direct object of attack. 

Has the pendulum swung too far, and is radicalism, determined to carry 
all in its sway, confronted by a Waterloo? 

In the light of these developments Georgia must take care that in the 
back swing of the pendulum the retail bar shal! not be again established in 
this state. 

Political pledges given in the recent state campaign make it practically 
impossible for the Georgia law to be changed during the next three years. 

But in the interim Georgians will be thinking about it, and it is well 
enough for them to keep in view the fact that whatever may ultimately be 
done, the day of the retail saloon is over and that it will never again be 
licensed in this state. 

And that is what would have happened in Texas if extremism had not 
ruled the councils of those who, starting out to fight the saloon, went so far 
that they lost the opportunity of winning what could otherwise have been a 
certain victory.

Mudy, of Poik, tntroduced a resolution 
instructing the adtorney general *o 
proceed against those wardens, depu- 
ties, bosses, agents and the like for 
such sums as have been paid them by 
the state, who have been in the employ 
of lessees. 


The resolution, in full, is as follows: 

Whereas, the acts of 1897, as amended by 
the acts of 1908, did create a lease or con- 
tract system for disposition of the convicts of 
this state; and, 

Whereas, the creation of said system neces- 
sitated the appointment of wardens, deputy 
wardens and other agents and officers on 
the part of the state for the purpose of han- 
diing said convicts and caring for them; and, 

Whereas, said system has been in operation 
since the year 1897 and the above named 
agents and officers have been drawing sala- 
ries from the state for their services; and, 

Whereas, certain investigations made by the 
penitentiary committee of the house and gsen- 
ate disclosed certain irregularities which were 
ordered invstigated by the house and senate; 
and, 

Whereas, the house and senate by joint 
resolution appointed an investigating commit- 
tee, said committee having been appointed and 
qualified; and, 

Whereas, the sworn evidence given before 
said committee shows the wardens, deputy 
wardens, bosses, agents and officcrs of the 
state have acted as agents of the lessees or 
hirers of said convicts, at the same time they 
were the agents and officers of the state; and, 

Whereas, said agents and officers were 
fiduciary agents and officers of this state, 
and as such represented the state and the 
lessee in a dual capacity, which is a viola- 
tion of law; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the house of representatives, 
the senate concurring, That the Hon. John C. 
Hart, attorney general of this state, be in- 
structed and directed to take such legal steps 
immediately as are needful and necessary to 
recover frdéf& said officers, wardens, bosses 
and agents such amounts as have been paid 
them by the state during their tenancy in 
office, or as the result of their having acted 
for the state in the handling of said convicts. 

Resoived further, That’ all the sworn testi- 
mony given before the Felder investigation 
committee be transmitted to the attorney gen- 
eral as soon as acted upon by the house and 
senate, the same to be used by the said at- 
torhey general in the prosecution of the legal 
rights of the state.

BRINGS PROTEST 


National Dry Goods Associa- 
tion Will Oppose the 
Movement. 


New York, July 29.—The executive 
committee of the National Wholesale 
Dry Goods Association has adapted the 
following protest against the project of 
the radlroads of the country to make 
horizontal increase in freight rates: 

Whereas, a general advance in freight rates 
is being advocated by the managers of many 
railroads, as a panacea for business depres- 
sion, and to enable them to maintain the 
present wage schedule and pay satisfactory 
returps on thetr stock and other liabilities, 
we, the executive committee of the National 
Whglesale Dry Goods Association, enter our 
most emphatic protest to any such procedure, 
and urge the interstate commerce commission 
and all others having euthority, to use every 
means in their power to prevent, sucn in- 
creage, believing it illogical, unjustifiable and 
in no sense warranted. The following are 
some of the reasons for our protest: 

Firat. Since the absorption, amalgamation 
and development of the community-of-inter- 
est idea among ihe railroads, their chief 
ownership and control has passed into a few 
hands, and competition, except of the moet 
has buen eliminated; this, to- 
gether with legislation against the rebate sys- 
tem, hes practically amounted to a substan- 
tiel advance in rates en the bulk of their 
business, varying according to commodity. 

Second. By means of reclassification a 
very general advance has been made in rates, 
during the last few years, and as competition 
te eliminated this increases. Occasionally an 
Item is reduced in classification, but this is 
the exception, and, as a rule, an ttem of 
stinali tonnage. Investigation and comperison 
will show to what a large extent railroad 
earnings have been increased by this method. 
in our Mne of business, notwithstanding the 
improvements in transportation and increase 
in volume of business, rates are mn vogue to- 
day that were established fifty years ago. 
For instance, the oldest tariff rate on dry 
goods from New York to Chicago, established 
In the '@0s, is 76 cents per hundred pounds; 
today the rate its the same. Furthermore, we 
believe that dry goods and kindred iines 
have been for years paying an excessive and 
undue share of freights, and are beyond quts- 
tion the most remunerative traffic carried 
by railroads, and we feel that an advance in 
these lines would be utterly unjust from 
every point of view. 

Third All mereantile and manufacturing 
establishments have suffered fully as great a 
reduction in their net earnings as have the 
railroad companies. There is no reason that 
the railroeds should be allowed to charge 
their deficiencies upon the shipping communi- 
ties at a time like the present. It is im- 
possible for the wholesale or retail merchant 
in dry goods and kindred lines to add the 
increase in freight rates to the price of mer- 
chandise. On the contrary, such an increase 
would be a direct addition to his own total 
expenge aocount and no pert of it cen be 
transferred or passed on to the consumer. We 
do not belleve such an advance as is at 
present proposed can be expected to improve 
business condiitonms and believe it is as ecao- 
nomically unsound as would be the propos!i- 
tion for a merchant to advance the price of 
his woods because trede is dull. 

Pourth. Un a fair representation of the ac- 
tual investment, we feel sure rates now in 
vogue @re ample to realize fuir returne under 
normal cond@litonse, and demand that no ad- 
vance be made, to pay returns on securities 
issved by modern methods, as typified in the 
cage of the Chicago and Alton railway.

LITTLE INTEREST 
SHOWN STOCKS 


Dealers Show a Very Apathetic 
Disposition 


Market in a Dull and Sluggish Con- 
ditign — Speculative Tone 
Heavy—Contraction 
in Volume of 
Dealings.

New York, July 29.—Interest in the 
stock market became apathetic today, 
and there was a material ‘contraction 
in the volume of the dealings. The 
speoulative tone, at the savne time, was 
heavy. Early attempts to advance 
prices soon demonstrated that stocks 
were being supplied to meet the bids 
at the advanced prices. This supply 
of stocks diminished at a moderate re; 
cession, and left the market in a dull 
and sluggish condition, There was no 
encouragement to bid up prices with 
the abstacie to be met of free selling 
orders above the market. On the other 
hand, there was no such urgency in 
the gelling as to encourage the bear 
oot to offer prices’down. The pass- 
ng of several events, which have been 
looked forward to was partly accounta- 
ble for the neglected condition of the 
market; the publication of Judge Taft's 
letter of acceptance; the quarterly re- 
port of the earnings of the United 
States Stee] Corporation, and the dec- 
laration of the regular dividends on 
the Harriman Pacific roads, proved to 
have spent their force largely as mar- 
ket factors with their pudlication. The 
supplementary statement given = out 
with the report of steel earnings, show- 
ing an advance in average dally book- 
ings during July to 72 per cent of the 
full capacity of the works, was ac- 
cepted as the most important item in 
the statement for its speculative bear- 
ing. But even this was regarded as 
having prompted the large accumula- 
tion and the advancing price in_ the 
stock which had occurred during July. 
With these various items of news out 
of the way, the market showed its 
usual desire for new factors to point 
the next step in the speculation. The 
day's news did not supply this factor. 
Some disturbing effect was produced by 
the confused reports circulated early 
in the day of a supposed serious au- 
tomobile accident to William K. Van- 
derbilt. Some recavery followed when 
the reports were known to refer. to a 
mishap in which the capitalist had not 
been involved. There was some wan- 
ing of interest in the rumors concern- 
ing the adjustment in the affairs of the 
Gould railroad properties in connection 
with the $8,000,000 Wheeling and Lake 
Erie notes falling due on August |. The 
steps to be taken to meet this obliga- 
tion were made a mystery of, and the 
information on the subject consisted 
of rumors that bankers were in con- 
sultation over the details of the plan. 
The reticence of the supposed parties 
to the plan was believed to be due, in 
part, to tactics of negotiation.
